trait, called a vignette, on the loft, ami 
in each of tho upper comers a network 
of lino linos with it dark ground, ono of 
thorn containing the letter V and the 
other tho llgiiro 0. Theso four pints 
aro made on separate plates. To make 
n vignette it is necessary llrst to make 
a largo drawing on paper witli great 
care, and a daguerreotype is then taken 
of tho drawing the exact size of the en- 
graving desired. Tho daguerreotype Is 
ihon given to the engraver, who uses a 
steel point to mark on it all' the out- 
linos of the picture. Tho plate is ink- 
ed and ti print takou from it.

bcon softened by heating it red hot and 
lotting it cool slowly. It is thon put in 
a press and an exact copy of tho outline 
is thus made on tho steel plate. This 
thoongrnver finishes with his graver, a 
tool with a three-cornered point, which 
o-its 11 clean lino without leaving a 
rough odgo. 


Now, this plate is used for making 


others—it is never used to print from. 
It must bo mailo very hard, and this is 
done by heating it and cooling it quick- 
ly, A little roller of softened steel is 
then rolled over by a powerful machine 
until Its surface has been forced into 
all tho lines out into the plate. Tho 
outlines of tho vignette aro thus trans- 
ferred to tho roller in raised lines, and 
after the roller is hardened it Is used 
to roll over plates of softened steel and 
thus make in them sunken lino exact- 
ly like those in tho plalo originally on- 
graved. 


The centre picture is engraved and 


transferred to a roller like tho vignette, 
but the network in tho upper comers 
and iilso on tho back of tho note, is 
made by the lathe. This machine costs 
$0000, a price that puts it beyond the 
reach of counterfeiters, and Its work is 
RO perfect that it cannot bo imitated by 
hand. It is now hardened and trans- 
ferred to a roller like tho others. 


The plate from wliich tho notes aro 


to be printed is of softened steel and 
large enough to print four notes at 
once. Four engravings of tho note 
must, therefore, be made on It, and 
this is done by rolling the hardened 
steel rollers containing the raised pic- 
tures over it in their appropriate places 
iiiti! tho pictures are pressed into ils 
iiirfnce. 
The line lettering around tho 


border of the note is transferred In the 
same way, but the other lettering is put 
ou by hand. This process saves a great 
deal'of time and it secures absolute 
uniformity in the four engravings on 
the plate. 


Tlio black parts of the note are print- 


ed llrst, and when the ink is dry tho 
greenback is printed, to be folhnycd by 
the red stamps and numbers. It is I hen 
signed and issued. For greater securi- 
ty, one part of the note is engraved and 
printed at one place and another part 
at another place, when it is sent to 
Washington to be finished and signed. 


Uul. oven after all this caro and all 


these safeguards, many skillfully exe- 
cutojl counterfeits havo been made and 
issnffd, some of them so good as to de- 
ceive tlie most expert judges of the 
money.— [Philadelphia Times.

Tho report further 
gives five other recommendations, all 
making divorces more difficult to bo 
obtained. One of those suggestions is 
that willful desertion, which is ono of 
tho most frequently alleged causes of 
divorce, should be treated as a statu- 
tory offence, tho case to bo sent to tho 
Attorney Gononil for prosecution. The 
report is, no doubt, a step, but not a 
very hold one, in the right direction. 
For tho past twenty years tho rato of 
divorces to marriages in Rhode Island 
has steadily increased, and this is an 
unenviable notoriety from which our 
State should seek to purge itsolf. A 
powerful deliverance on this subject 
was made by a rospcctod Baptist cler- 
gyman in Newport a very short time 
ago, on Memorial-day. He ; forcibly 
pointed out that divorce was a foe to 
our country, as dangerous and more 
subtle than any our soldiers had crush- 
ed in years gone by. The Bishop of 
Oxford1 writing in England in 18S6 on 
this subject, said, what might well ap- 
pal us:—"In the New England States it 
has come to pass that 2,000 families are 
now broken up, and 4000 persons di- 
vorced every year." It may occur to 
many, that if Christians are bound by 
the teaching of their Lord and Master, 
there should be a much more sweeping 
change than merely tho obliteration of 
;lausc 0 iu the Rhode Island laws of 
divorce.

lime and bones; might well he recalled 


. to-day anil made subjects for thoughl 
iftud study. They hail uo knowledge ol 
'fiitrogeuor the other elements of plant 
food; they never dreamed that plants 
..feed and grow by food, but they know 
-",'ihow miiub the crops wero helped by 
diboncs, and they wero very liberal in 
"tho use of Uioin. In this rogard we 
'might tako a lesson from these old 
.Informers, and let no bones go to waste 
. ,1-eren to feed tho worthless curs upon 


which food is wasted. Hones may be 
1 tofteuedso that they will orumblo easi- 
ly mixing them with freshly-burned 
lime in a pit, and then wetting the lime 
to «lake it into a soft mass; thin, mixed 
with muck or soil, will mako a very 


i valuable compost. 


Adrantagei from Spring Cleaning, 


Now lei the chicken houses be clean- 


ed oul and the heap of wood ashes from 
the winter's (Ires be mixed with the 
rich manure. It will be the belt pos- 
•ible fertilizer for corn or potatoes, or 
any of the garden crops. It Is suppos- 
ed that damage is done by this mixing. 
Mo more than harm it done by mixing 
MAT with one's morning coffee. The

• •otubje and available, and ready for im- 


mediate nutrition of the crop. But it

let the mixture be made when it is 
wanted for uso. aud used a« soon as it 
is made, or within n few days. It ii all 
the better If an equal quantity of plas- 
ter Is added to the mixture. Sot only 
la this spring cleaning useful in this 
•way, but it is exceedingly beneficial to 
the fowls, removing a favorite breeding 
place for fleas and lice aud making the 
poultry house healthful and pleasant. 


Fly Time. 


One may realize, what the ancient 


Kgyptians suffered from tlw plague of 
.flies if he will spend a night iu .% hone 
•table and share with his weary animals 
the torments inflicted by the blood- 
thirsty stable flies which draw blood at 
••very bite. The milker, "whose mouth 
U full of cursing" when milking be- 
cause of tho switching of the cows' 
tails should realize, or try to, what the 


. roows suffer from the few hundred flics 


which settle upon her aud from which 
ahecaii only free herself by the lashing 
•( her tail. These intolerable pests 
nay easily be got rid of. A cleanly 
washed and deodorized stable, washing 
1 the horse when the day'a work Is done 


in a brook or pond,' and the use of in- 
•ect powder in the stable will secure 
freedom for the horse's from annoyance 
and afford a good rcsl.during the night. 
A linen sheet thrown over the cow and 
drawn by a strap closely under the 
belly will bring peace and comfort at 
milking time, while attention to clean- 
liness about tho house, the covering of 
irarbage and all filth with earth will 
prevent tho brooding of' myriads of 
Jionscllics which worry the tired house- 
wife. 


Make War Against Pests. 


Wow that tho annual warfare against 


various insects begins, those good peo- 
ple whose sentiment overpowers reason 
and-common sense make their com- 
plaints of the inhumanity of man. They 
forget that we mint often "be cruel to 
be kind;" thai, the welfare of the hu- 
man race is the first and highest consid- 
eration; that the primary law of u:i- 
ture, vi?.. 
fittest only will sur- 


•vive," cannot lie abrogated or ignored, 
and that unless these insects perish man 
must. It is very true that needless 
pain should not be inflicted upon any 
creature however humble, and that the 
remark of the good, 
tender-hearted 


Cowper to the effect that "he would 
«ot count among his list of friends the 
man who needlessly suts foot upon n 
worm," is based upon humanity and 
justice. Hence, in the work of savins; 
our crops from insect pests wo should 
be guided by strict humanity and rather 
kill one parent of 1000 individuals than 
.make these 1000 suffer. And when we 
leave (he mature potato beetles, which 
may be destroyed now,to lay their eggs 
and nroduce their numerous progeny 
we only multiply suffering and cause 
pain needlessly. Moreover, the farmer 
who actually breeds these pests by 
thousands when he might prevent their 
existence hy killing a few who propo- 
g»te these myriads is inhuman. 


We are continually led to remarkth.it 


those weeds which arc of annual growth 
may be destroyed by preventing their 
aeeding. The same applies to the most 
destructive insect pest*. There is no 
good reason why every potato beetle 
jnight uotte destroyed in this month 
and the race extinguished. But a few 
farmers who carelessly permit the last 
of the race in Autumn to mature, and 
•who neglect or choose to spare the old 
beeiles now, when they may be picked 
by hand or killed by poison, simply per- 
petuate the pest, and inflict incaculable 
damage upon their neighbors. This 
just view of the matter should be en- 
forced at the present time, and every 
farmer exhorted to keep the fields, or- 
chards, and gardens free from such 
pests as infest them, so that hcmay nor 
do a wrong and injury to his neighbor. 
The lilgliest humanity is justice to man- 
3nnd and to one's neighbors; and it is 
a low kind of virtue, if any kind of vir- 
tue at all, to spare for the sake of false 
humanity a number of noxious insects 
which may add to the burdan of labor, 
care, and unhappiness to be borne by 
other men.—[N. Y. Times.

How to Dehorn Cattle. 


To secure tho head of a steer bcfoi-i 


dehorning, I used 10 use a stanchion 
butl now-use a chute and my new 
"jewel," so that the operator can stain 
in front of tho beam and cut »t the righ 
spot to prevent bleeding, anil also pre- 
vent a stub horn from growing again 
It would tako columns to explain in de 
tall how, why and where to cut. 
Prop 


crly dehorned, no bandages are to bu 
used, nor ointment of any kind. At to 
after treatment, keep away rough boys 
and (logB.'givo plenty to eat and drink 
and urovhie good warm sheds. There 
are good reasons for not using a stiff 
back saw, principally because it may d< 
the work so that a stub horn would 
grow again, which is simply making a 
fool job of tho whole business. A saw 
must, not bo used on a calf's head, nor a 
jack-knife, unless it in expected to lose 
from the operation. My discovery con 
slsted iu (hiding out how to prevent 
blevdiiiE by cutting at the right place 
and also how to prevent a stub horn 
while avoiding a horrid hole in the 
head. One of my followers iu Iowa 
writes me to-day that he has success- 
fully dehorned 30,000 head of cattle, 
and I have records from 8coroskol 
others all over the West and Northwest 
who havo taken otf thousands of horns. 
1 can safely say that fly time in 1888, 
which Will be tho time to stop dehorn- 
ing for the season, will sco inoro than 
half a million of head of cattle dehorn- 
ed In tho West aloiio. One.man writes 
that he guts half a dollar for taking the 
horns oil of anything younger than the 
yearling, and a dollar lor those over a 
year old. This is four times more than 
it ought to cost, anil yet at this price 
every farmer will save $2 per head this 
very winter on grown cattle.—[H. II, 
Ilaoff, in Farm and Home. 


Doei Paris Green Injure the Plant? 


This question is often asked and mori, 


often thought of. It has been suggest- 
ed that experiment stations should test 
this question. There is no need for it. 
The question has been settled long ago 
but like-some others is continually 
brought up by persons who read with- 
out thinking, or who forget too quickly, 
or who do not read at all. It has been 
proved that the plants do not take ui> 
the poison, and unless it is used in 
many limes larger quantities than usual 
or needful, they will sutler no injury 
from it. When the poison is applied in 
excessive quantities, it "scalds" the 
vines; that is, it turns the leaves brown 
and kills them. As it is wholly insolu- 
ble in the soil it is not taken up by the 
roots, and if it could ho it would bo fa- 
Mi to the plants. So that any possible 
barm that can happen to the crop from 
the use of the poison will be visible 
and evident as soon as it occurs, and as 
long as it continues to be apparently 
healthful, it is free from any injurious 
effect whatever. 


Recipes for the Table. 


How to Analyze Soils. 


A Foil analysis gives only what, the 


soil contains at themomcntof examina- 
tion, mid not. t.titj finnnt.Hy in -whir.h 
those constituents ma}' be available to 
the plant in assimilable form during 
the period of growth. If it is desired to 
know whether n soil is already provid- 
ed with nitrogenous matter, it is siiffi- 
elcut to sow a handful of wheat upon a 
•mall square of ground which has been 
manured with mineral substances only. 
Without tho aid of nitrogenous matter 
th« mineral matter has scarcely any ef- 
fect upon wheat. Therefore, if the 
•mall iKjnai-eof ground give a healthy 
and rapid vegetation and a good crop, 
It shown that the earth had a sufficient

Remove the rice and 
ill the tartlets with rhubarb stewed 
vith plenty of sugar and a pash of lem- 
on juice, and at the top put a heaped 
spoonful of whipped cream, 


RHUBARB JAM. — Peel and cut up the 


rhubarb, boil till reduced toapulpwith 
a very little water; allow ono pound of 
sugar, one ounce of sweet almonds. 
blanched and chopped, and 
half a 


lemon (cut into slices) to every pound 
of pulp; boil for three quarters of an 
hour or an hour, remove the lemon 
peel, and put into pots. 


CHAKLOTTE RDSSK. — Line a plain 


mold with Savoy biscuit*, carefully cut 
to fit exactly; brush over the "inside 
(very lightly) with the white of an egg 
and set it. on ice. Beat up half a pint 
of rich cream with one ounce of isin- 
glass (previously dissolved in sufficient 
water) just to cover it. 
Sweeten to 


taste and flavor it. with two liquor glasses 
of noyeauand the juice of half a lemon. 
Pour this into the mold and cover it 
with a slice of sponge cake cut exactly 
the size. Ice and turn it out very care- 
fully. 


PINEAPPLE CREAM.— Tako a tin of 


preserved pineapple, pound the con- 
tents in a mortar, add six ounces of 
sugar and half a pint of water: boil for 
a quarter of an hour, and press it 
through a tammy. Dissolve one ounce 
of Nelson's, or seven sheets of the best 
French gelatine in a little milk; whip 
to a froth one pint of cream. Pour the 
mixture into a mold, and put it upon 
ice to set 
When wanted dip the mold 


in hut water arid turn oul the cream. 


BLANC MAXOK. — Take half a dozen 


bitter almonds and eight or nine ounces 
of sweet almonds, blanched and peeled, 
pound them in a mortar with a little 
orange-flower water; when reduced to 
a paste add rather less than a pint of 
milk, pnundcd loaf sugar to taste, a 
little more orange-flower water. Strain 
the mixture through a cloth squeezing 
it well, into a basin containing eight or 
nine sheets of best French gel

TAPIOCA Fauir I'UDIIIJIO.—One-hall 


cupful uf tapioca ioak«d over night Iu 
one quart of cold water. In the morn- 
ing cover Ibe bottom of a baking dl»h 
with any kind of fruit, either canned or 
fresh, sweeten the tapioca with one- 
half cupful of lugar, add a little tall 
and nutmeg, pour over the fruit aud 
bake one hour. Serve with suuco. 


GINOKR FOUND CAKK.—Three cups 


of flour, one cup of molasses, one cup 
of buttermilk, one-half cup of butter, 
two teaspoonfuts of cinnamon, one tea- 
spoonful of ginger and two eggi. 


GUAUAM BREAD.—Take 
twice as 


much graham as white Hour, two tea- 
cups of 'the former nnd ono each of 
white flour, uour milk and molasses, or 
less of tho latter if not liked pretty 
sweet, and ono tcaspoonfnl each of suit 
and soda. Mix well; pour the mixture 
into a buttered pan and steam two 
hours.

When 
quite cold lay between the cakvs nearly 
a quart of fresh, ripe strawberries, 
sprinkle each layer lightly with pow- 
dered sugar and strew the same thickly 
over the uppermost cake.

OBAMOE JELLY—Procure five oranges 


and ono lemon, take the rind off two of 
the oranges and half of the lemon and 
remove the pith; put them into a ba- 
sin and squeeze the juico of tho fruit 
into it; then puta quarter of a pound 
of sugar into a xiuwpan with half a pint 
of water, and set it tu boil until it be- 
comes a thick syrup, when tako it off 
and add the juico and rind of the fruit*; 
cover tho stowpan and place it again on 
the (ire; as soon as boiling commences 
skim well and add ono glass of water 
by degrees, when add half an ounce of 
good gelatine dissolved, pass through 
a jelly bag, add a few drops of prepar- 
ed cochineal to give an orange tint, and 
then fill a mold and place it on tee un- 
til ready to use. 


LEMON JELLY—Made the same way 


as orange jelly, only using six lemons 
and the rind of one; servo quite white 
and add a gill of Bucollas or any very 
pale wine. Calf's-loot stock, reduced 
and clarified, may bo used instead of 
the isinglass or gelatine. 


LKMOM PUDDING—Take the yolks of 


six eggs and beat them well with a 
quarter of a pound of sugar. Melt a 
quarter of a pound of butter in as little 
water as possible, stirring until cold, 
and mix all together with the juice of 
two lemons and the grated peel. Cover 
the dish with a thin putt paste, pour in 
tho mixture and bake for half an hour. 


SALLY LUNN—Sift into a pan 1J 


pounds of Hour, mnke a hole in the 
middle and pui in two ounces of butter 
molted in ono pint of warm, hoi milk, 
one, tablespnoiiful of salt, three well 
bcaien e<i<rs and half a teacupfnl of 
yeast.
